I can  report  satisfactorily  upon  Vaccination  in  the 
Distiict,  as  to  genoi'al  efficiency,  and  as  to  tlie  number  of 
children  vaccinated.  It  remains  to  he  pi’oved  what  effect 
recent  leg'islatioTi  may  have.  There  is  a tendency  for  con- 
siderations of  sentiment  to  ovei*-rule  what  is  wise  and 
prudent,  and  it  may  require  some  serious  visitations  of 
Small  Pox  to  bring  hoine  to  the  public  mind  the  value  of 
Vaccination,  and  possibly  in  a greater  degi’ee  of  re- 
vaccination as  a preventative  of  Small  Pox.

It  is  with  pleasure  tliat  I am  able  to  report  on  the 
complete  absence  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  1907.  We  jwssibly 
have  to  thank  the  wet  summer  for  this.  It  is  a certain 
fact  that  thousands  of  children's  lives  were  saved  in  1907 
from  the  comparative  immunity  of  Diarrluna.  Not  only  the 
question  of  a danqi  summer,  hut  also  the  lower  temperature 
prevalent  had  inlluence  on  tlie  incidence  of  DiaiTha'a, 
Dysentery,  Enteric  comlitions,  and  tlie  like. 


1 liphtheria : 

Ten  cases  in  the  year,  seven  in  the  tliird  (juarter.  A 
case  from  Essington  contracted  after  emptying  an  ashpit. 
Suspicious  and  polluted  Avater,  with  defective  drainage, 
gave  lise  to  otlier  cases.  In  other  cases,  personal  unclean- 
liness and  local  insanitary  conditions.

1 he  number  of  cases  in  Dushhury  Pai'ish  ran  up  in 
consequence  of  ignoi'ance  and  delihei'ate  ex]>osure  of 
infected  childi'cn,  so  much  so  th.at  the  Council  instituted 
legal  ju’oeeediugs  and  eslahlished  a successful  ])i’osecution. 

Mie  Isolation  Hospital  has  jiroved  a boon  in  ivdiicing 
Scarlet  fever.  1 would  express  my  thanks  to  my  medical 
colleagues  fur  their  co-opei'ation  in  the  I'cniovai  uf  cases. 
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The  Inspector  is  likewise  desei’viiig  of  considerable  praise 
in  having  nneartlied  cases  in  a peeling  stage,  where  no 
doctor  had  been  called  in.  In  such  cases  he  has  either 
insisted  on  medical  advice  being  obtained,  or  has  asked  me 
to  investigate  into  the  matter.  By  such  action,  epidemics 
have  been  prevented.

Measles  prevailed  strongly  in  1907  throughout  the 
district,  notably  in  Wyrley,  Essington,  Huntington,  Bush- 
buiy,  Bednall,  and  Cheslyn  Hay. 

The  subject  of  an  efficient  Sewei'age  Scheme  for  Cheslyn  Cheslyn  Ha 
Hay  has  been  constantly  before  the  Council  for  the  past  Sewerage, 
year.  The  general  plan  prepared  by  the  Engineer  has 
been  approved  by  the  ( ouncil.  The  plans  have  also  been 
submitted  to  the  Cheslyn  Hay  Parish  Council,  who 
expressed  their  approval  of  the  scheme.  The  Council,  in 
order  to  facilitate,  if  possible,  the  pas.sing  of  the  plans  by 
the  Local  Govei-nment,  sent  a deputation  to  interview  the 
Board  on  the  scheme.  The  main  point  of  the  deputation 
was  to  obtain  the  con.sent  of  of  the  Board  to  a scheme  based 
on  a basis  of  ten  gallons  per  head  dry  weather  flow.  The 
Local  Government  Board  declined  to  accept  tliis  basis 
until  a further  Local  Enquiry  has  been  held,  but  state 
that  it  is  probable  that  they  will  accept  it  as  an  instalment 
of  what  will  ultimately  be  required.  The  plans  have  been 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  an  appli- 
cation has  been  made  for  sanction  to  borrow  £6,000  for 
purposes  of  the  scheme.  This  sum  included  £400  for 
connections.  The  term  for  completion  of  contract  for 
purcdiase  of  the  land  for  the  Littlewood  Sewerage  Works 
has  been  extended  to  26th  December,  1908. 

The  Local  Government  Board  declined  to  i.ssue  an  Brewood 
order  declaring  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  construction  Sewerage, 
of  Brewood  Sewerage  Works  to  be  Special  Expenses 
chargeable  upon  the  whole  parish  of  Brewood  wlnlst  the 
Brewood  Special  Drainage  District  exi.sted.  The  Council 
sent  a de])utation  to  interview  the  Local  Government 
Boai'd  on  the  mattei’.  After  heai-ing  the  i’ei)ort  of  the 
deputation,  the  Council  decided  to  apply  for  the  cancella-

fion  of  tltG  Ordol'  issued  in  1875  ronstitntinp:  the  Bi’ewood 
Special  Draiiiape  Disti-ict,  and  to  ayain  make  ap])lication 
for  tlie  issue  of  a new  Oi'der  decljirino' tlie  pi  esent  expenses 
to  l)e  a s))eeial  charge.  The  Local  Government  Board 
held  a Lo(;al  Enquiry  as  to  the  Council’s  application,  and 
subsequently  issued  an  Older  dissolving  the  Brewood 
Special  Drainage  District  and  mergijig  it  in  the  Parish  of 
Brewood.  The  Boai-d  also  issued  an  Order  declaring  the 
cost  of  construction  of  the  new  works,  and  the  annual 
charges  for  maintenance,  as  a special  charge  upon  the 
whole  parish.  With  a veiy  slight  alteration  the  works 
have  been  satisfactory  thi’oughout  the  year. 

After  many  years’  consideration,  and  after  many 
difiiculties  as  to  site  and  other  causes,  the  Council  have  at 
length  been  able  to  cany  out  the  Bushbuiy  (Oxley) 
Sewerage  Scheme.  The  Co7itractoi-s  commenced  operations 
on  the  18th  of  Eebi-uary,  and  the  AVoi-ks  were  opened  by 
H.  S.  Staveley-Hill,  E.sq.,  ^I.P.,  on  October  11th.  The 
Contractors  cairied  out  their  work  to  the  entii’e  satisfac- 
tion of  Council  and  the  Council’s  Engineer,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  inany  difiiculties  had  to  be  overcome.  It 
was  found  that  the  main  .sewer  woxild  have  to  ci'oss  the 
Wolverhampton  Sewer,  and  ari’angements  would  have  to 
be  made  for  this.  At  a great  depth  the  Contractors 
encountered  hard  rock  ; i-unning  .sand  was  ahso  met  with, 
and  when  the  Woi'ks  were  nearing  comjdetion  the  excava- 
tions for  Filter  Beds  were  com])leteIy  Hooded  by  a heavy 
storm.  The  Council  found  it  necessaiy  to  raise  an  addi- 
tional loan  of  £500  for  ex])enses  connected  and  incuired  to 
complete  the  scheme.  Connections  between  the  sewers 
and  tlie  boundaries  of  ])roperties  have  been  made  by  the 
Council. 


Since  completion,  the  AVorks  have  been  .sati.sfactory. 
Several  mattei's  liave  yet,  howevci’,  to  be  attended  to. 
Ihe  volume  of  stoj’in  water  coming  off  the  County  and 
District  roads  is  too  large  for  eilicient  treatment,  and  this 
matter  has  been  left'rred  to  a committee  for  consideration. 


Ihe  County  Education  (^ommittee  have  decided  to 
con\ei‘t  the  pail  closets  at  the  (hnincil  School,  Bushbury, 
into  water  closets,  and  this  will  nece.ssitate  connection  to 
an  outfall.  1 he  Council  hav'e  instructed  their  Eugineei' to 
piepare  a scheme  for  the  diuinage  from  the  Schools, 
Schoolmasters  house.  Churchyard,  and  adjoining  cottages. 

d he  Engineer  has  conqdeted  his  jilans  for  the  Sewer- 
age and  Sewage  Disjio.sal  for  the  Township  of  Essington. 
1 be  scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Council,  and  sub- 
•1'*  Vn  Essinglon  Pai-ish  Council,  who  also  approved 

It.  Ihe  Local  Government  Board  have  held  their  Local 
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Eutjulry  at  Essiiigiun  as  to  the  aj)[)]icaLion  of  the  Comieil 
to  boiTow  £2,290  for  tlie  purposes  of  the  Works.  On  the 
])laii.s  being-  submitted  to  tlie  Local  Government  Board, 
the  Board  approved  tliem  subject  to  certain  alterations. 
The  Council  opposed  any  alteration  to  the  scheme,  the 
plans  being-  drawn  on  the  same  scale  and  basis  as  the 
plans  for  Bushbury,  to  which  the  Board  offered  no  objec- 
tion. Accordingly,  the  Council  deputed  Mr.  Pat-i-y,  one  of 
the  members  for  Essington,  and  the  Engineer  to  interview 
the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  matter.  As  a result 
of  this  interview  the  Board  considerably  modified  their 
requirements,  and  the  Council  instructed  their  Engineer 
to  make  the  small  amendments  asked  for  by  the  Board  in 
this  scheme.  This  the  Engineer  has  done,  and  the  altered 
plans  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Board.  Advertisements 
have  been  issued  for  tendei-s  for  the  Works,  which  will  be 
carried  out  during  the  coming  year.  Tlie  purchase  of  the 
site  from  Ijord  Barnard  has  been  completed,  and  the 
ground  fenced  off. 

The  Engineer  reported  to  the  Council  during  the  year 
on  the  examination  of  the  Essington  (Church  Road) 
Sewage  Works,  Avhich  had  then  been  working  for  8|  years. 
He  found  a quantity  of  sludge  in  the  bottom  of  the  tank, 
the  inlet  side  of  which  liad  dropyied,  owing  to  colliery 
works.  This,  in  tlie  opinion  of  the  Engineei-,  was  no 
deti-iment  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Works,  providing  no 
further  subsidence  took  place. 

Although  no  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to 
Wyrley  Sewerage  proper,  a small  .scheme  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  main  drainage  of  Wal.sall  Road,  Wyrley. 
This  is  merely  a temporary  sewer,  and  cost  about  £87. 

The  Council  are  of  opinion  that  owing  to  the  liability 
of  colliery  subsidences  in  the  Landywood  District  of 
Wyrley,  and  such  subsidences  are  much  in  evidence  in 
some  of  the  dwellings  in  this  locality,  it  would  be  unwise 
to  at  present  can-y  out  any  scheme  for  this  district,  and  no 
definite  action  has  therefore  been  taken  on  the  scheme 
prepared  by  their  Engineer. 

The  Cheslyn  Hay  Water  Works  have  been  satisfac- 
tox'y  throughout  the  year,  although  there  has  at  times  been 
shortage  of  water. 

The  Wyrley  Water  Scheme  has  been  entirely  satis- 
factory throughout  the  year. 

The  Joint  Urban  and  Rural  Smallpox  Hospital  Com- 
mittee have  appointed  IMr.  Whitehead  to  act  as  architect 
for  preparation  of  plans  and  e.stimate  of  cost  for  erection 
of  a Smallpox  Hospital,  for  submission  to  the  Local

Government  Board.  Mr.  Whitehead  has  been  instructed 
to  seek  an  interview  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  order  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the 
sanction  of  the  Board  to  a building  with  12in.  hollow  walls. 
Thi.s,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  Councils,  is  all  that  is 
necessary,  but  the  Local  Government  Board  require  14iii. 
walls. 

The  Council  have  renewed  for  a period  of  one  year  the 
contract  for  Public  Scavening  in  Bushbury. 

The  Council  have  accepted  a tender  for  the  erection 
of  the  Bushbury  Mortuary,  and  the  building  has  been 
completed  and  fenced  round.  A key  of  the  building  has 
been  handed  to  the  police,  and  another  is  in  possession  of 
Mr.  Whitehead. 

Circulars  received  from  the  Stiiffoi’dshire  County 
Council  upon  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  have  been  forwarded 
to  each  Medical  Practitioner  in  the  Council’s  district. 

The  Council,  having  received  a printed  enquiry  from 
the  Staffordshire  County  Council  as  to  the  intention  or 
otherwise  of  this  Council  to  adopt  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  1907,  decided  to  convene  a Conference  of 
Stafford.shire  Rural  District  Councils  to  discuss  the  matter. 
At  this  Conference  it  Avas  decided  that  it  is  not  advisable 
for  the  Rural  Districts  in  the  Comity  to  adopt  the  Act.  It 
was  also  decided  that  each  District  Council  should  be  urged 
to  insti’uct  their  ^ledical  Officer  of  Health  to  prepare  a 
leaflet  upon  the  Feeding  and  Rearing  of  Infants,  the  same 
to  be  ]irinted  on  strong  paper  and  supplied  to  ^Medical 
Practitioners  and  ^lidwives  for  distribution  amongst  the 
mothers  of  newly-born  children. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  conferred  upon  the 
Council  in  so  far  as  concerns  Jones  Road,  Bushbury,  the 
provisions  of  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892,  except 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  seAvering  of  streets. 

The  AVolverhampton  Corporation  are  again  seeking  to 
enlarge  their  Borough  bonndai'ies  by  the  inclusion  of  out- 
side districts.  1 he  Council  ha\'e  appointed  a powerful 
committee  to  opjiose  the  inclusion  of  Bushbury  Avithin  the 
Borough.  A mcefing  of  repiesentatives  of  Local  Author- 
ities has  been  held,  at  which  the  Council  Avas  lepresentcd, 
when  the  invitation  of  the  Corporation  for  Local  Author- 
ities to  meet  fhem  to  di.scii.ss  the  (luestion  was  declined, 
the  meeting  being  of  opinion  that  it  was  impossible  for 
V\  olverhanipton  to  offer  the  inhabitants  of  the  outside 
a.reas  any  benefits  or  advantages  Avhieh  would  adequately 
conipen.sate  them  for  their  loss  of  local  authoritv.  The 
met  ing  nil  her  decided  to  emphatically  oppose  any  such 


scheme  bj  all  legal  means.  The  contention  of  the  Cannock 
Rural  District  Council,  and  also  of  the  Bushbury  rate- 
payers, is  a reasonable  one  in  opposing  incorporation,  inas- 
much as  it  can  by  no  means  be  established  that  tlie  welfare 
of  the  Bushbui'y  population  has  been  neglected  or  their 
interests  overlooked.  The  District  Council  in  Bushbury 
affairs  has  been  progressive,  and  much  labour  and  time 
devoted  to  the  welfare  of  this  community.  The  roads 
under  Mi-.  Whitehead’s  skilful  supervision  have  been  put 
in  excellent  order  ; the  drainage  and  sewerage  disposal 
lias  been  dealt  with  under  a satisfactory  scheme  ; the 
water  supply  has  been  i-egulated ; the  aiTangenients  for 
scavenging  duly  carried  out ; every  provision  made  for 
control  and  isolation  of  infectious  cases  of  disease ; a 
mortuary  established  ; and,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  no 
department  of  local  government  in  Bushbury  which  cannot 
be  duly  regulated  and  controlled  by  the  District  Council, 
with  due  regard  to  the  financial  interests  of  the  parish  and 
compatible  with  progress  and  efficiency. 

I beg  to  add  the  Statistical  Tables  on  Sickness, 
Mortality,  Infectious  Di.seases,  and  Infant  Mortality  ; and 
to  expi-ess  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and  Officials  of  the 
Council  who  have  rendered  me  courteous  assistance 
throughout  the  year.

CllESLYN  HAY  SEWERAGE. 

In  accordance  with  your  Council's  insti-uctions  1 have  formulated 
a scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the  Township  of 
Cheslyn  Hay.  I have  taken  all  necessary  levels,  obtained  the 
necessary  details  and  estimates,  and  have  prejiared  all  necessary  plans 
and  sections.  Owing  to  the  natural  levels  of  the  ground  and  the  .sub- 
sidences due  to  mining  operations,  it  is  jiractically  impossible  to  drain 
the  whole  of  the  parish  to  one  outfall,  and  1 have  therefoj-e  considei’ed 
the  area  to  be  di-ained  as  divided  into  two  districts  by  the  I'idge  of 
land  running  North  and  South  across  the  top  of  High  Street.  Tlieso 
Gvo  sepaiiite  disti-icts  1 have  called  resjiectively  the  “ Littlewood 
Outfall”  and  the  “ Saredon  Boad  Outfall  ” areas. 

“ Littlkwooi)  Ol'tfai.l.” 

Taking  the  first,  the  Littlewood  portion  of  the  scheme,  the  num- 
ber of  existing  houses  is  498,  but  providing  for  futui-e  extensions  I 
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liave  ihougiii  it  tulvisuble  to  allow  i’of  houses  and  an  esliinatt'il 
population  (at  five  pei-sons  per  house)  of  2,750.  I have  designed  the 
AVorks  to  deal  with  a dry  weather  How  of  10  gallons  per  head  per  day 
for  this  populatioti.  In  accordance  with  the  Local  Cxoveininent 
Hoard’s  recpiirenients,  three  times  the  daily  dry  weather  How  of 
82,500  gallons  will  he  dealt  with  by  the  tanks  and  filters,  the  excess 
up  to  six  times  the  dry  weather  How,  or  another  82,500  gallons  being 
dealt  with  in  a rougli  storm  water  filter.  All  the  sewage  above  six 
times  the  dry  weather  How  will  be  sufficiently  diluted  to  allow  of  it 
being  discharged  direct  into  the  AVyi-ley  llrook. 

Your  Council  have  ai-ranged  for  the  ])urchase  of  about  5^  acres 
of  land,  being  fields  Nos.  109  and  172  on  Ordnance  Alap,  and  all 
sewage  from  the  Littlewoo<l  outfall  portion  of  the  scheme  will  gravitate 
to  these  fields  and  be  dealt  with  on  the  bacteriological  system.  In 
this  portion  of  the  scheme  the  sewers  in  streets  will  consist  chiefly  of 
Oiu.  and  9in.  stonewaT-e  ])ipcs  with  a 12in.  outfall  sewer  from  Old 
Ti’amway,  across  fields  aiul  down  Littlewood  Hoad  to  site  of  Woi’ks. 
Another  9in.  outfall  sewer  will  be  tak(‘n  froTu  the  lower  end  of  Station 
Street  near  AVyrley  Station  aciws  fields  aud  on  to  site  iif  AVoi'ks.  'I'lie 
Outfall  AVorks  will  consist  of  Stoi-ni  (Avei-flow  Cliambcu-s,  Detritus 
Tank,  2 Sejitic  d’anks  27ft.  Gin.  x lift.  din.  x dft.  (un.  deep,  2 
Circular  Percolating  Filiei'  Peds  eacli  42ft.  t>in.  diam.  fitted  with 
Patent  Revolving  Sprinklers,  Storm  Water  Filter  Reds,  and  Sbulge 
Red.  Also  about  2^  acres  of  land  will  be  levelled  and  underdrained 
for  the  final  treatment  of  the  filtered  etfiuent  before  discharging  into 
the  brook. 

The  roads  sewered  in  this  jiortion  of  the  district  include  Station 
Street,  Littlewood  Road,  Cittlewood  Lane,  Co])]iice  Lane,  The  Lot, 
Okl  1 ramway,  Low  Street,  Red  Lane,  Cross  Street,  ()ueen  Street, 
Hull’s  Fold  Road,  and  High  Street.

Next, considering  the  Saredon  jiortion  of  the  scheme,  the  number 
of  existing  houses  is  1 7d — allowing  fm'  future  extensions  say  22d, 
^^hich  gives  a jiopulation  of  1,1G0.  Again  taking  a Hoav  i)f  10  gallons 
pel  head  jter  day,  there  will  be  an  estimated  daily  dry  weatherHow  of 
^ gallons  ; .h>,0()0  gallons  (i.e.,  times  daily  drv  weather  How) 
will  be  dealt  witli  in  tlie  'Tanks  and  Filters.  From  8 to  ()  times  dailv 
dry  weather  How  will  be  dealt  witli,  on  the  Storm  AVater  Filter,  and 
a sewage  above  (>  times  daily  drv  weatherHow  will  be  discharged 
directly  into  a water  course  at  the  bottom  end  of  the  outfall  field, 
this  water  course  eventually  discharging  into  AVyrley  Rrook. 

Your  Council  have  arranged  to  purchase  the  field  numbered  IIH 
on  Drilnance  Map,  and  having  an  area  of  a little  over  of  2 acres.  All 
le  ^•'’■t'don  Road  ]H)rtion  of  the  scheme  will 

gia\i  ,a  ,e  o t ns  fiehl  and  be  dealt  with  on  the  same  lines  as  at 
n ewoo(.  he  V\  orks  consist  of  Storm  Dverflow  Cliambers, 
1 etntus  lank  1 Septic  Tanks  each  Lift.  Gin.  x 7ft.  9in.  x tift.  (iin. 
deep,  - Circular  1 crcolating  Filters  each  27rt.  diam..  Storm  Water 


Bod,  Sludf'o  l}o(l,  iiiul  iil)out  Is  iioros  (iniiiul  lovellotl  aiul  iinderdraiued 
for  liiial  treatment  of  the  filtered  ellluent  before  discharging  into 
■water  cox;rse.  The  sewei’s  in  tlie  roads  in  tliis  ])ortiou  of  the  scheme 
consist  of  Gin.  and  bin.  stonewai'e  jiipes,  ■with  a 9in.  ontfall  sewer 
down  Saredon  Bead  and  across  lields  to  site  of  w'oiks.  The  roads 
sewered  in  this  portion  of  tlie  sclieme  include  Saredon  Boad,  Brick- 
kiln Lane,  Bill  Street,  Hatherton  Street,  and  Pinfold  Lane.

All  sewers  will  he  constrncted  Avith  ^Manholes  or  Lampholes  at 
CA’ery  change  of  direction  oi-  gradient,  and  at  not  greater  intervals 
than  about  100  yards,  and  the  sewers  laid  in  perfectly  straight  lines 
betAveen  these  points.  At  the  dead  end  of  all  scAvers  either  Flushing 
Shafts  or  Automatic  Flushiug  Chandxers  ax’c  jirovided,  according  to 
the  importance  and  gradient  of  the  respective  sewers.  Ventilating 
Columns  Avill  also  be  erected  at  all  top  ends  of  main  seAvers.  The 
Flushing  Chambers  and  Shafts  Avill  be  supplied  AA’itli  Avater  from  the 
public  water  supply. 

BUSllBUBY  SFWEBAGK  AND  SEWAGE 
DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

ScAverage  and  ScAvage  Disposal  Woi’ks  to  deal  Avith  the  seAAago 
from  the  O.xley  District  of  Hushbuiy  wore  formally  opened  by  Mr.  H. 
Staveley-IIill,  ^lember  of  Parliament  for  the  KingsAvinfoi‘d  Division 
of  Staffordshire,  on  October  11th  last.  The  population  is  about  3,000, 
and  the  estimated  daily  dry  Aveathei-  flow  is  42,000  gallons.  An 
amount  of  scAvage  exjual  to  six  times  the  daily  dry  Aveather  floAv  is 
dealt  with  at  the  Works,  all  storxu  A\atej-  above  this  amount  being 
discharged  over  a stonu  overfloAv  on  the  main  outfall  seAver.  At  the 
Works  the  si  wage  is  again  divided,  an  axnount  up  to  three  times  the 
dailA'  di'V  Aveather  tloAv  beirg  dealt  with  bv  the  tanks  and  filter  beds, 
the  excess  up  to  thi'ce  times  Ixeing  dealt  Avith  on  a sjxecial  storm  water 
filter.  The  Works  consist  of  a Weir  Chamber,  Detritus  Tank,  2 
Septic  Tanks,  3 Ciicular  Percolating  Filtei-  Beds,  Sludge  Bed,  and 
Storm  Water  Filter. 

I’lie  cond)iued  ca])acity  of  the  Detritus  and  Septic  Tanks  is  equal 
to  24  honi’s’  tloAv.  Tlie  sludge  Avill  be  collected  in  sumps  formed  in 
tlie  floors  of  the  tanks,  and  Avill  gravitate  from  thence  on  to  the 
adjoining  sludge  bed,  which  is  at  such  a leAud  that  the  tanks  may  be 
completely  emjitied  on  to  it  thn  ugh  the  sludge  pipes.  The  sludge 
j)i[)e  valves  are  all  operated  from  ( ne  A'ah'e  chamber. 

The  leA'els  are  such  that  land  filti-ation  could  not  be  obtained,  and 
in  consequence  the  area  of  the  filters  had,  to  com])ly  Avith  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Local  (iovernment  Board,  to  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
28  gallons  jier  foot  yaid  of  filtering  medium  instead  of  the  usual  56 
gallons.  The  three  filters  are  eacli  63ft.  Gin.  in  diameter,  and  haA’e  an 
avenge  depth  of  4ft.  Gin.  The  nett  area  of  each  filter  is  341  square 
yards.  The  filtering  medium  used  is  broken  furnace  slag  and  BoAvley 
Begis  granite,  bi'oken  ^in.  to  ]in.  gauge,  tAvo  beds  being  filled  Avith 
slag  uud  one  Avith  granite.  In  each  bed  a Gin.  layer  of  l.^iu.  to  2iu. 
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inateriiil  is  ])lacocl  on  ilio  floor,  which  is  formed  of  concrete  faced 
smooth  with  cement,  and  drained  by  means  of  Gin.  half-pipe  channel 
underdrains  built  into  the  floor  and  covered  with  slotted  tiles.  The 
three  Alters  may  all  be  used  as  pidmary  beds  if  desired,  but  are  so 
arranged  that  one  bed  may  be  used  for  secondary  filtration  of  the 
effluent  from  either  of  the  other  two  beds.  The  sewage  is  distributed 
on  each  of  the  filters  by  means  of  “ Fiddian  ” Patent  Revolving  Dis- 
tributoi’s,  supplied  by  Messrs.  Rirch,  Killon  and  Co.,  of  Manchester. 
The  Storm  Water  hhlter  has  an  aveiuge  depth  of  4ft.  Gin.,  and  is 
filled  with  liai'd  clinker  with  a 9in.  layer  of  soil  on  the  sui’face.  The 
final  effluent  from  tlie  filtei's  and  storm  water  bed  is  dischai’ged  into 
the  Staffordshire  and  Worcestershire  Canal  by  agreement  Avith  the 
Canal  Company,  Avho  have  a guarantee  as  to  the  purity  of  the 
effluent,  and  may  at  any  time  require  the  Council  to  make  other 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  effluent  if  any  pollution  of  the 
Canal  should  occur. 

The  Works  have  been  designed  and  carried  out  by  Mr.  Herbert 
M.  Whitehead,  Engineei*  and  Surveyer  to  the  Cannock  Rural  District 
Council,  AA'hose  estimate  for  the  scheme,  Avhich  included  the  construc- 
tion of  over  two  miles  of  12in.,  9in.,  and  Gin.  pipe  sewers,  as  well  as 
the  Outfall  Works,  was  £4,007,  whilst  the  actual  cost  has  been  £4,017. 
The  work  has  been  cari-ied  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  by  the 
contractoi's,  ^Messrs.  Ward  and  Tetley,  of  Bradford. 

ESSINGTON  SEWERAGE. 

In  accordance  with  your  Council’s  instructions  I have  now 
formulated  a scheme  of  Sewei’age  and  Sewage  Dis])osal  for  that  part 
of  the  Pai’ish  of  Essington  for  which  purpo.se  I have  called  the 
Miiierva  and  Sneyd  Lane  Districts.  1 have  taken  all  necessary  levels 
and  obtained  the  necessary  details  and  estiinates. 

1 find  that  the  number  of  existing  houses  in  this  district  is  185, 
and  allowing  5 pei-.sons  per  house  the  present  population  is  estimated 
at  925 ; but  in  order  to  allow  for  future  extensions  1 have  based  my 
calc\dafions  on  2i)0  houses,  or  a population  of  1,250,  and  I have 
designed  the  M oi’ks  to  deal  Avith  a dry  Aveather  floAv  of  scAvage  of  15 
gallons  per  head  per  day  for  this  population.  The  Local  Government 
Boai'd,  hoAvever,  require  that  I should  deal  Avith  fiA’e  times  the  dry 
weather  flow,  but  Avith  only  three  times  the  dry  Aveather  Aoaa^  or 
.)6,2G0  gallons  per  day  through  the  tanks  and  Alters,  the  remainder 
OA'er  three  times  up  to  six  times  the  diy  Aveather  floAv  to  be  dealt  with 
on  rough  Storm  Water  Filters. 


Your  Council  haA’e  arranged  to  purchase  about  eight  acres  of  land 
situated  near  the  Ashmore  Park  Colliery,  No.  124  on  Ordnance  Map, 
* Barnard,  Avhich  is  ]n'actically  the  only  site  Avithin  rea.son- 
able  distame  whei-e  the  levels  will  permit  the  sewage  to  flow  by 
gi.iAi  at  ion  to  be  dealt  Avith  on  the  liactei’iological  sy.stem.  I have 
piovK  ei  oi  collecting  the  seAvage  into  the  outfall  .seAver  by  means  of 
.111.  pqas  aid  along  the  Blackhalve  Lane,  Bursniiis  Lane,  and  Sneyd 
Lane,  the  outfall  being  taken  from  r.  point  at  the  “ Swags,”  across 
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field  No.  126,  undei’  the  ColHeiy  Tramway,  to  the  Works  in  field  No, 
124.  The  tanks  will  consist  of  Detritus  and  Stoi-m  Water  Chambers, 
2 Septic  Tanks,  and  2 Filters.  Storm  Water  Filter  and  Sludge  Bed 
occupying  about  1 acre  and  a half  of  the  total  area  of  land,  a further 
2 acres  will  be  laid  out  for  the  secondary  treatment  of  the  filtered 
effluent  from  the  bacteria  beds.  The  Filtei’s  will  be  circular,  and  the 
sewage  will  be  distributed  automatically  over  the  surface  by  means 
of  Patent  Sprinklers  and  so  become  puinficd  during  its  passage  through 
the  filters  by  means  of  the  bacteria  which  flourishes  under  these 
conditions.  The  final  effluent  will  be  discharged  into  the  brook 
adjoining  the  site  of  the  works.  I have  carefully  considered  the 
expenditure  likely  to  be  incuri’ed  in  the  construction  of  the  sewers 
and  works,  and  my  estimate  is  as  follows : —

BUSHBURY  MORTUARY. 

In  consequence  of  the  frequent  complaints  from  the  District 
Coroner,  the  Bushhury  Parish  Council  decided  to  ask  the  Rural 
District  Council  to  erect  a Public  ^lortuary  in  January  last.  Mr.  H. 
Staveley-Hill,  M.P.,  very  generously  leased  a site  at  a nominal  rent 
near  the  “ Oxley  Arms  ” at  the  top  of  Bushbury  Lane. 

The  building,  which  was  completed  in  October,  is  of  red  brick 
and  tiles  with  stone  dressings,  well  ventilated  and  lighted  by  a lantern 
roof  with  glass  louvres.  The  inside  walls  are  built  in  white  glazed 
bricks  to  a height  of  five  feet,  it  is  fitted  with  four  slate  .slabs  built 
on  white  glazed  brick  supports,  sink,  water  supply,  etc.,  and  a move- 
able  white  enamelled  fire-clay  post-mortem  table  is  on  order. 

The  building  was  designed  by  the  Engineer,  ^Mr.  H.  M.  White- 
head,  and  the  work  was  satisfactorily  executed  by  Mr.  F.  Sprenger, 
of  Penkridge,  the  cost  including  post-mortem  table  and  fencing  being 
under  £100.

Water  Certificates  : 

ninatis  la  issued  and  an  analvsis  made  of  the 
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drinking  water  of  tlic  other  It  before  certificates  were  granted.  This 
was  done,  and  the  water  was  condemned  by  tlie  annlyst  as  being  unfit 
for  drinking  purposes.  The  oertificates  were  tlierefoj-e  witblield  until 
a proper  supply  of  water  was  obtained.  One  snmnions  lias  been  taken 
out  against  the  owner  of  a house  situated  at  Calf  Heath,  for  allowing 
the  house  to  be  occupied  without  having  first  obtained  the  water 
certificate.  The  Magistrates  decided  for  the  owner  to  pay  tlie  cost  of 
the  case — 6s. 


Slaughter  Houses  : 

One  hundred  and  five  vi.sits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter 
houses  in  the  district,  which  have  all  been  found  to  be  kept  in  a cloaTi 
and  .sati.sfactory  condition.  During  my  visits  I have  occasionally 
found  various  pieces  of  meat  and  oi-gans  diseased,  whicli  have  been 
destroyed  by  the  owners  upon  my  calling  their  attention  to  same. 
Ten  applications  for  renewals  of  slaughter  house  licenses,  1 applica- 
tion for  new  .slaughter  house  license,  and  1 apjilication  for  a transfer 
of  license  to  other  pi'emises  have  been  received,  and  these  have  all 
been  granted  by  the  Council. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  : 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops 
have  been  inspected,  and  20  infringements  nnder  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Milkshops  Order  found.  The  infringements  liave  been  (1)  walls 
of  cowsheds  in  a dirty  condition,  (2)  premises  witliout  means  of 
drainage,  (3)  premises  defectively  drained,  (4)  diuins  choked,  (5) 
paving  in  cowsheds  defective,  (6)  untrapped  openings  in  dairies,  (7 ) 
premises  without  light  or  ventilation.  All  these  infringements  have 
been  remedied  after  writing  to  the  various  owners.  Six  persons  liave 
been  registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshoj)S  Order, 
1886,  as  cowkeepers,  dairymen,  and  purveyors  of  milk. 

Workshops  and  llakehouses  ; 

One  hundred  and  forty-two  inspections  of  factories,  workshops, 
and  bakehouses  have  been  made,  and  42  iTifringements  fonnd,  viz., 
walls  of  bakehou.ses  in  a dirty  condition,  owners  having  failed  to  aflix 
Abstract  and  notify  Factory  Inspector,  and  insufiiciont  and  impro))er 
clo.set  accommodation.  These  infringements  have  all  been  remedied 
after  writing  to  the  various  ownei-s,  and  1 have  succeeded  in  getting 
in  one  factory  40  defective  pan  closets  abolished  and  40  watei'  closets 
sub.stituted,  together  with  an  entire  now  .scheme  of  drainage. 

Infectious  Diseases : 

I have  investigated  54  cases  of  scarlet  fov'er  and  10  of  dijihtheria 
reported  to  me  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  have  removed 
(upon  the  instructions  of  the  iMedical  Oflicer)  50  patients  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  One  hundred  and  thirty  school  notes  have  been 
issued  in  connection  Avith  above  cases.  One  person  has  lieen  summoned 
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under  tlio  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  for  allowing  a child  to  be  exposed 
upon  the  highway  whilst  suft’ering  from  scarlet  fevei’.  The  case  was 
heard  at  Penkridge,  when  defendant  was  fined  forty  shillings,  and  two 
pounds,  three  shillings,  and  tenpence  costs. 

Disinfection : 

Sixty  houses  have  been  disinfected  after  cases  of  infectious 
disease,  and  65  lots  of  infected  clothes  and  bedding  have  been 
disinfected  or  destroyed. 


Scavenging  ; 

Sixty-three  complaints  have  been  received  of  ashpits  not  having 
been  attended  to — 18  of  those  were  in  Chrslyn  Hay  and  45  in  Bushbury. 
I visited  each  of  the  premises  complained  of,  and  instructed  the 
scavenging  contractors  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work.  The  scavenging 
generally  is  carried  out  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and  the  contractors 
have  always  been  willing  to  carry  out  my  instructions  without  delay  or 
difficulty. 

Bushbury  Drainage  ; 

Since  the  new  sewer  has  been  finished  in  the  parish  of  Bushbury,  I 
have  succeeded  in  getting  69  premises  properly  redrained,  72  privy 
middens  abolished,  offensive  sinks  removed,  and  many  other  minor 
matters  dealt  with.  The  majority  of  the  occupiers  welcome  the  abolition 
of  the  filthy  midden  to  the  water  carriage  system,  and  the  conversion  of 
the  open  wet  ashpit  to  a properly  covered  one.  The  system  of  drainage 
enforce(l  is  a properly  glazed  stoneware  socketed  pipe  with  cement  joints, 
a disconnecting  chamber  with  a fresh  air  inlet  and  air  tight  cover,  an 
insp(-ction  chamber  at  diversion  of  drain  with  an  air  tight  cover,  and  a 
four  inch  ventilating  shaft.  This  is  the  most  modern  method  of  drainage, 
and  is  meeting  with  the  general  approval  of  the  owners.  When  the 
whole  of  the  properties  are  redrained,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Council 
to  reconsider  the  present  system  of  scavenging,  the  work  of  which  will 
be  greatly  reduced,  and  will  be  able  to  be  carried  out  with  greater 
facility  and  without  any  nuisance  or  inconvenience  to  the  occupiers. 


Petroleum  Act : 

Iwcnty-nine  insjiections  have  been  made  under  the  Petroleum  Acts, 
and  the  premises  found  to  have  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
14  applications  for  the  renewal  of  licenses  have  been  received,  4 for  the 
storage  of  colzalene,  5 for  the  storage  of  petrol,  4 for  the  storage  of 
carl)ide  of  calcium,  and  1 for  the  storage  of  petroleum.  One  application 
has  been  received  for  a license  to  store  petrol.  These  premises  have  all 

»eon  inspected  ami  found  satisfactory,  and  the  Council  decided  to  renew 
the  licenses.
